The Sierra Madre City Council, along with both the 
Planning Commission and the General Plan Steering Com¬ 
mittee, met Tuesday night to discuss rough draft of the 
general plan for the city. 

The rough draft, although incomplete, was to give both 
the committee and councils an idea of where they stood 
with the plans. 

A general plan is now required by the state of Califor¬ 
nia for every city, acting as a guide on what the city might 
need and utilize for the next 10 to 20 years. 

Members of the council and committees were handed 
a document outlining the plan, which included seven ele¬ 
ments dealing with land use, tran.sportation, housing, con- 
sovation, open space, noise, and safety. 

The document was broken into four chapters that dealt 
with those elements. The first, dealing with land usage, 
included the implementation of two new zones; an insti¬ 
tutional zone (dealing with public facilities such as schools) 
and a mixed-use zone (the combination of residential and 
commercial zones). 

There will also be re-zoning in selected residential ar¬ 
eas, reflecting upon the condition of the neighborhoods. 

The second chapter of the drK’ument dealt with resource 
management. This included the hillside and tree preserva¬ 
tion, recycling, and the availability of water for the next 
20 years. Air quality was also an issue in the chafer, which 
encourages people to both carpool and to use mass transit 
across the city. 

The third chapter, dealing with hazard and community 
services, deal with how the city deal with such hazards as 
seismic hazard zones. 

There was no discussion on the fourth chapter. 

Doug Hayes, chairman for the General Plan Steering 
Committee said that one of the advantages to Sierra 
Madre’s plan was that it will use the opinions of Sierra 
Madre residents on what they feel needs improvement in 
the city, rather than spending money on an outside con¬ 
sulting firm. 

Bart Doyle, Steering Committee member, said another 
importance of having a general plan is that it sets'up spe¬ 
cific codes for these elements, such as zone changes. 

“(A city that takes) any kind of action taken is ripe for 
a lawsuit through an invalid general plan,” Doyle said. 

The next meeting regarding the general plan will be 
Monday at 7:30 p.m.. The meeting will be in the Confer¬ 
ence Room in the Sierra Madre City Hall. 

There will also be two joint study session meetings on 
Feb. 3 and 10, with times and venue to be determined at a 
later date, and the finalized plans will come before the 
Planning Commission at Sierra Madre City Council Cham¬ 
bers on Feb. 15. All Planning Commission meetings are 
open to the public.

Editor speaks about troubles of 
newspaper business to Kiwanis 


“Today, they finally under¬ 
stand.” 

Changes in society, where 
people no longer lake time to 
read newspapers, is another 
reason for newspapers to 
worry, he said. 

“Very few people will sit 
down and read a newspaper 
for half-an-hour,” Irby said. 
“(There’s) much less effort 
by watching TV (for news).” 

Irby also said that newspa¬ 
pers must diversify their read¬ 
ership by changing the mar¬ 
keting ploy to attract young 
readers. He said today’s soci¬ 
ety targets certain demo¬ 
graphics to market their prod¬ 
uct, while newspapers are 
written for mass audiences. 

Perhaps one of the biggest 
reasons readers have shunned 
newspapers recently is be¬ 
cause of texlay’s social fabric, 
Irby said. 

He said that, as “watch¬ 
dogs” of society, newspapers 
may have done too good a job 
of informing the public about 
the negative aspects, spawn¬ 
ing a backlash against them. 

“Readers are fed up and 
looking for someone to

“(The newspaper busi¬ 
ness) is an extremely trouble¬ 
some topic,” he said. “It is in 
ill health.” 

Some of those reasons are 
that adult readers have de¬ 
clined since the 1970s, the 
decline of daily newspapers 
across the country, and the 
rising costs required to keep 
the newspaper going. 

The decline in advertising, 
however, was one of the main 
reasons Irby gave on why 
newspapers are struggling, 
especially financially. 

“In 1996, newspapers will 
no longer be the advertising 
leader,” he said, explaining 
that this will be the first time 
in decades that the media will 
not lead in that category. 

Television revenues gar¬ 
nered from advertising, Irby 
said, will lead in that depart¬ 
ment, the first time that has 
happened. 

Irby also pointed out that 
newspapers, as a business, 
have been poorly managed, 
leading advertisers to look for 
other mediums to promote 
their product. 

“TTiey did not realize the 
importance of it,” Irby said.

Most of these look 
fine, clean, beautiful, and generally give no trouble. 

Unfortunately, some of these blends do give trouble.

Sometimes the 
wool yam works to the surface in the form of little “pills.” 
And some fabrics shift or slip yarn where they've been 
darted, tucked or seamed.

As a former nine-year 
member and chair of the Si¬ 
erra Madre Cultural Heritage 
Commission (CHC), I feel 
obligated to clarify several 
issues raised recently regard¬ 
ing the CHC’s proposed 
DRAFT Preservation Ordi¬ 
nance. 

The propose DRAFT ordi¬ 
nance is a result of countless 
volunteer hours devoted dur¬ 
ing the last five years by a 
number of people, including 
myself and former commis¬ 
sioners Phyllis Chapman, 
Dane Lenton, Bonnie Gamer, 
Stan Hutchinson and Don 
Murphy. I was proud to be as- 
sociated with this highly 
dedicated group of commu¬ 
nity leaders. The DRAFT 
was finally presented at a spe¬ 
cial town meeting on Nov. 
13, 1995. 

Ms. Roach’s comment in 
regard to the present commis¬ 
sion as being, in her opinion, 
“newcomers” to the commu¬ 
nity — the number of years 
one lives in this community is 
important particularly when 
coupled with a high level of 
civic involvement. Many citi¬ 
zens may have lived in Sierra 
Madre for several years but 
unfortunately have not volun¬ 
teered their time to keep our 
community special. 

Each member of the 
present Cultural Heritage 
Commission cares a great 
deal about the future of Sierra 
Madre’s quality of life and 
has contributed enormously 
to the GeneraM Plan “Design 
Your City” workshop. Sierra 
Madre Canyon Resident’s 
Association and the Sierra 
Madre Historical Preserva¬ 
tion Society. In addition, 
CHC members support other 
local organizations such as 
the SMEAC, Friends of the 
Sierra Madre Library, Sierra 
Madre Chamber of Com¬ 
merce. and Nature Friends by 
becoming members.

Lost Paradise

The news is filled with re¬ 
ports of crime of every na¬ 
ture, and all of them are acts 
of violence. There seems to 
be no limit to the imagination 
of those who prey on others. 
Now, a relatively new type of 
crime is committed every day 
. . . carjacking. People are 
being held up in broad day¬ 
light on streets, parking lots, 
even the car owner’s drive¬ 
way. Some car owners are 
murdered in cold blood by 
those who have no con¬ 
science. Thankfully, I can re¬ 
call a safer time, and it was 
not so long ago. 

When Pluma and I were 
young, and I am speaking of 
the 1930s, we often went on 
a Saturday night to Olvera 
Street in Los Angeles. I 
parked the car, an open road¬ 
ster, at the north end of the 
street, we then visited the 
various shops, never passing 
up the Candle Shop. Then, a 
dinner at our favorite cafe. 
After that we walked south on 
Main Street as far as Sixth 
Street, and it was the holiday 
season we went as far west as 
Robinson’s Department 
Store, and enjoyed the gaily 
decorated windows, two 
whole blocks of beauty. Then 

for the last four vacancies. 
The CHC has specific mini¬ 
mum requirements for each 
member in order that the City 
of Sierra Madre can qualify 
for Certified Local Govern¬ 
ment Funds, which can be 
used for development of his¬ 
torical walking tours and 
other educational programs. 

The original four-page 
Preservation Ordinance un¬ 
der which the city currently 
operates was adopted almost 
10 years ago, but lacked the 
specific details needed to be 
effective and to qualify Sierra 
Madre for Certified Locdl 
Government funds. In order 
to carry out its mission for 
historic preservation, the City 
of Sierra Madre appointed the 
CHC to develop the most ef¬ 
fective preservation ordi¬ 
nance possible. Without this 
ordinance, the CHC could not 
adequately protected Sierra 
Madre’s precious historic re¬ 
sources from groups which 
do not share our collective vi¬ 
sion of community. As resi¬ 
dents of Sierra Madre, we 
have an obligation to pre¬ 
serve the quality of life which 
originally brought us here 
and keeps us here today. 

Our real estate values have 
maintained a higher level 
than most communities be¬ 
cause of our uniqueness and 


we retraced our steps to our 
car, going down Main Street 
at a late hour. We never had 
a feeling that we were in dan¬ 
ger of any sort. Our car would 
be covered with dew but free 
from vandalism. We always 
drove home in a happy mood. 

Other Saturday night 
jaunts took us to Santa 
Monica. We would park the 
car at the foot of the pier, near 
the merry-go-round, and 
board the electric tram that 
went as far as the Venice Pier. 
The tram was a narrow plat¬ 
form with six people on each 
side, sitting back to back. We 
rattled along the concrete 
walkway, making numerous 
stops to let off or take on pas¬ 
sengers. Venice was the turn¬ 
around point and sometimes 
we just stayed on the tram and 
rode back to Santa Monica. 
Other times we strolled 
around and ttxik a later tram. 
Our car was always as we had 
left it, no one had stolen or 
damaged it in any way. Once 
again, we drove home in per¬ 
fect safety. 

A few times in tho.se not- 
so-far-off days, we drove to 
Glendale and took the “Day¬ 
light” to San Francisco. We 
simply parked the car in an 
open space near the depot and 
left it. When we returned four 

the historic homes which 
have brought new 
homeowners to our town. If 
we sacrifice our older homes 
for new developments, we 
would be just like any other 
community in Southern Cali¬ 
fornia. Our heritage is rich 
and can only be preserved by 
strong and proactive support¬ 
ive community members. 

There has been a lot of 
misunderstanding about the 
ordinance. To separate the 
facts from the editorials and 
hearsay. I encourage all inter¬ 
ested citizens to attend City 
Council and CHC meetings 
regularly in order to become 
infomied about the issues that 
affect us all. The next study 
session for the DRAFT Pres¬ 
ervation Ordinance planned 
by the CHC is scheduled for 
a Saturday in February to be 
announced soon. I invite all 
interested parties to attend 
this session and read the re¬ 
vised DRAFT of the Preser¬ 
vation Ordinance and offer 
comments and suggestions. It 
is important that you stay in¬ 
formed and make up your 
own mind based on the facts 
of the issue — the quality of 
life in Sierra Madre is too 
important a subject to rely on 
someone else’s translation.

Chumash Indian Nation. 

Before the coming of the 
white man, there were more 
Indians concentrated in 
Southern California than any 
other place in all of North 
America. After the settling of 
California, 90 percent of the 
Native American population 
was destroyed and also their 
unique way of life. 

Mike Mendez, a member 
of the Chumash Nation, will 
present a program about his 
people, once of the largest 
and most important of the 
native groups. They inhabit 
parts of Los Angeles, 
Ventura.

Two-and-a-half years after 
the fire had gutted the old store, 
it reopened again. 

Elliott redecorated the store 
with an accent on a Victorian- 
style setting rather than on a 
more rugged look that it had 
prior to the fire. 

And business has been bet¬ 
ter now than before the fire 
took place. 

Elliott described the store as 
a general gift store, but they 
carry a more elegant line of 
gifts, such as paitifings or other 
particular objects lor home de¬ 
cor, rather than just the usual 
run-of-the-mill items found 
anyplace else. 

“We carry work from well- 
known artists such as Marty 
Bell, Dennis Lewan, Allen 
Maley, and Lena Liu,” Elliott 
said. 

The Spinning Wheel also 
carries Tiffany and Fenton 
lamps, as well as some antique 
furniture. 


She was happy to receive 
help and support from the Si¬ 
erra Madre community once 
the fire burned down the store. 

“The community redevel¬ 
opment agency all help us with 
interest in the new loan,” Elliott 
said. “When we reopened, the 
residents rallied, and were 
happy to see the place open 
again.” 

Aside from the usual cus¬ 
tomers that frequent the store, 
Elliott said that strong word-of- 
mouth about the place or 
people meeting the store by 
chance is what attracts custom¬ 
ers from Los Angeles, Pasa¬ 
dena, and other surrounding 
areas, to her store, Elliott says. 

“People come into town for 
other reasons, such as getting 
their nails done,” she ex¬ 
plained. “ We have quite a 
wide window. People come 
by, are attracted to the front of 
the store, and are pleased. They 
may not necessarily buy any¬ 
thing when they first come by, 
but when they come back, they 
might.” 


Even with the tough eco¬ 
nomic times that have faced 
much of the retailers, Elliott 
said that business at the Spin¬ 
ning Wheel has been steady. 

“There has been no tremen¬ 
dous growth from the year be¬ 
fore,” Elliott said, “but we did 
get our fair share. 

Elliott has also been active 
throughout the Sierra Madre 
community, such as being a 
member on the city’s eco¬ 
nomic redevelopment agency, 
but she said that she now de¬ 
votes her ftill time to the store.

City Council had still not 
responded, Ellison said. 

Thus, members of Neigh¬ 
bors for Arcadia set about 
obtaining signatures from 
the community over the 
weekend. Group representa¬ 
tives got signatures in front 
of Von’s, Sav-On and First 
Interstate Bank. “We are go¬ 
ing for a 1000 signatures a 
week,” said Ms. Sayre. As of 
this past weekend, the group

Recycling Company Teaches 
3 R's: (Reduce, Reuse, Recycle)

Shelli Graff has a simple 
philosophy behind her com¬ 
pany. “People can’t change 
behavior unless they’re edu¬ 
cated,’’ said the co-founder 
and executive vice-president 
of the Pick Up Artists. 

The Pick Up Artists are 
not a new dating service. 
Rather, they are a young and 
innovative Culver City 
based company currently 
working with the city of 
Arcadia on recycling issues. 

“We’re contracted by the 
Arcadia City Council to pro¬ 
vide educational programs 
for Arcadia residents on re¬ 
cycling and waste preven¬ 
tion,’’ Graff said. 

Hired one and a half years 
■ ago for a two-year contract, 
the Pick Up Artists have 
worked toward their goal of 
education by holding several 
programs, some of which 


have been geared toward 
Arcadia school children. “We 
had a kick-off event called 
‘Arcadia Cleans House’ 
which had people bring in old 
clothes,” Graff said. 

Other programs have in¬ 
cluded such topics as “Earth 
Day,” a pen-pal program be¬ 
tween Arcadia elementary 
students and those in 
Arcadia’s sister city located 
in Newcastle, Australia. 

A waste prevention week 
was held among Arcadia 
schools to see which school 
could reduce the most waste. 
Highland Oaks school came 
out as the winner by reducing 
waste 33%. 

“We wanted to change the 
vision of recycling by making 
it fun. Recycling is a way to 
bring together a community 
and to have a common goal,” 
Graff said. 

The idea for the Pick Up 
Artists first came in 1991 


when Graff was living in a 
West L.A. apartment. After a 
back injury, she found it dif¬ 
ficult to deliver her old news¬ 
papers to recycling centers. 
Because there were no com¬ 
panies that picked up materi¬ 
als. Graff formed the Pick Up 
Artists with her partner Cari 
Steinberg. 

“Both my partner and 1 
had a marketing background. 
We put our heads together 
and found there’s a need,” 
Graff explained. 

Thinking that it would 
only be a part-time venture, 
Graff and Steinberg went 
ahead with their plans, but 
within the first month Graff 
said that “the phone was 
ringing off the hook” with 
clients. 

The Pick Up Artists 
have two segments of op¬ 
eration; collection and con¬ 
sulting. Collection is pro¬ 
vided for hundreds of L.A. 


businesses, apartment 
buildings and homes. Con¬ 
sulting (education and waste 
assessments) is offered to 
hotels, businesses and cities 
like Arcadia. “We had devel¬ 
oped this strong education 
expertise and we were able 
to work with cities,” said 
Graff. 

The company does not 
collect materials in Arcadia 
nor do they process any ma¬ 
terials themselves. 

Now, with seven employ¬ 
ees and hundreds of clients, 
Graff still remembers the 
company’s rix)ts. “From our 
hands-on experience, we 
learned how important it is to 
keep it visible. Nobody re¬ 
ally created their program 
just like ours.” 

As for the unique name of 
the company, it was simply 
suggested by a friend. “I wish 
there was a more interesting 
story behind it,” Graff said.

Barney was telling us how it is that must keep “in touch" 
with God even though it means that we will be “out of touch" 
with people. The Scriptures tell us repeatedly that the ways 
of God are in opposition to the ways of man. Consequently, it 
is easy to ascertain that to be in step and in agreement with 
one would be incompatible with the other. As the Scripture 
so aptly puts it, “You can’t serve God and Mammon too.’’ So 
at the very outset one must make a decision as to wlK»m or what 
shall he serve. Once that decision is made all else will follow. 

The faithfulness of God never should come into question. 
He is eternally faithful and even when we go our own way He 
stands ready and willing to reconcile us to Himself. The great 
variable is our attitude and position in life. We blow hot and 
cold and inconsistency seems to be the order ol the day. We 
have moments when we are fully committed to Gcxl and re¬ 
ceptive to His will for us. Then there are those long days out 
in the desert when we feel alienated from God and His pres¬ 
ence and concern for us comes into doubt. God’s grace is for 
us always but it is particularly meaningful during those bar¬ 
ren times. 

Once again Barney did one of his patented acrostics on the 
word GRACE. The basic premise is that if we miss the grace 
of Gtxl we miss everything. We miss the Gtxxlncss of Gixl;

Put them all together and they spell more than 
GRACE. They spell a mind set, a commitment, a Godly life

In the last copy of the Lutheran Witness, there was an ar¬ 
ticle called “Sharing your faith with a friend.” That is some¬ 
thing Christians sometimes have a hard time doing. Horace 
Smith, in “The Tin Trumpet,” said, "Many Christians are like 
chestnuts — very pleasant nuts, but enclosed in very prickly 
burrs, which need various dealings of Nature and her grip of 
frost before the kernel is disclosed. ” 

The article in the Lutheran Witness shared the reason some 
are reluctant to share ones faith. It is because people don’t feel 
smart enough. The author says, “It doesn’t take a lot of train¬ 
ing, memorizing Bible verses, enrolling in an eight-week class 
on evangelism, or earning a college or seminary degree 
anyone who can talk can also witness. Here’s the problem. 
Witnessing takes courage - more courage than almost any¬ 
thing else a Christian can do.” 

There are several ways in which Christians can share their 
faith in non-threatening ways. One is through “attention-get¬ 
ters.” John the Baptist used this method when he said, “Liwk 
the Lamb of God.

It was a phrase which was well suited for the 
hearers who were acquainted with sacrifices in the temple for 
the forgiveness of sins. Here John the Baptist proclaims that 
Jesus was the ultimate sacrifice for all sins in a way which was 
sure to get some attention. Christian tracts are great attention 
getters. We can attract attention to our faith through everyday 
conversations. Instead of saying, “Good morning,” we might 
say, “Isn’t this a beautiful morning God has given to us.” 
Phrases like, ‘TU see you tomorrow, God willing," or “I no 
longer have a zodiac sign since I was baptized,” go a long way 
in getting someone’s attention and allowing them to under¬ 
stand that you are serious about your faith in Jesus. Jesus was 
forever using examples which would spark the imagination 
and drive the point home. Phrases like “I am the vine, you arc 
the branches,” or “You are the salt of the earth” are just two 
of the possibly hundreds of examples of Jesus using attention 
getters to spread his Word. 

Next week I will share more ways we can share informa¬ 
tion in non-threatening ways.

The 
Society has known of 
Lizzie’s practice for hiding 
the illegal booze under floor 
boards. Now the committee is 
wondering as this restoration 
gets underway if they will 
find any of the bottles they 
may have hidden.
